Predict Tax 
Relief Ahead 
HOT SPRINGS, Va. iff — Top- 
rank industry executives predict­ 
ed today that. Congress will make 
little dent in President Eisenhow­ 
er's spending budget but will offer 
some tax relief nevertheless. 
Individual members of the Com­ 
merce Department’s Business Ad­ 
visory Council forecast that Con­ 
gress will find the public’s reac­ 
tion to the high cost of government 
“irresistible.”

Some believe that individual in­ 
come taxpayers will be Hie sole 
beneficiaries; one predicted that 
the corporation rate will not be 
reduced from the wartime 52 per 
cent level “either this year or 
pext.” 
About 100 EAC members, in­ 
cluding chiefs of scores of the 
country’s biggest corpora t i o n s, 
are meeting in closed sessions 
with Secretary of C o m m e r c e 
Weeks, Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey and other government 
officials. 
The business leaders were frank­ 
ly pessimistic that any substantial 
savings can be made in the $71.8 
billion spending budget Eisenhow­ 
er proposed for fiscal 1958.

give the FHA discretionary auth­ 
ority to establish “reasonable” re­ 
strictions on the discount practice, 
which is designed to increase the 
return on government - backed 
home loans. 
UNDER THE DOWN payment 
provisions the present FHA mini­ 
mum payment of 5 per cent on the 
first $9,000 of appraised v a l u e 
would drop to 3 per cent. On the 
néxt $6,000 of valuation, the re­ 
quired down payment would be 15 
per cent. On the remainder up to 
$25,000, it would be 30 per cent. 
Under present regulations, home 
buyers using FHA financing are 
required to pay down 25 per cent 
on valuation above $9,000. 
The provision intended to pump 
new funds into the home mort­ 
gage market—and thus help the 
housing industry—would give the 
Federal National Mortgage Assn. 
new authority to buy up an addi­ 
tional 
billion of FHA-insured 
mortgages.

Pilgrim Home 
Fire Threats 
Seen Ebbing 
BOSTON (ff—A raging forest fire 
that threatened the heart of Ply­ 
mouth, Mass., historic home o* the 
Pilgrims, was brought under con­ 
trol today. 
Fire officials expressed fear, 
however, that the fire, one of 
many flaming in Northeast wood­ 
lands, might rekindle as temper­ 
atures rose and parched condi­ 
tions continued. 
Thousands of firefighters joined 
in halting the Plymouth fire just 
short of Route 3, a main highway 
between Boston and Cape Cod. 
This was the fifth successive 
day of Northeast forest fires. 
From Pennsylvania t h r o u g h 
New England and into Quebec and 
Ontario fires raged out of control 
Some fires were checked only to 
mushroom again as wind whipped 
dying embers into flame. 
Sunshine and strong winds kept 
parched woodlands explosive. 
At Plymouth, more than 100 per­ 
sons fled their homes and another 
2,000 residents were alerted to 
move out at a moment’s notice. 
The fire broke out Wednesday 
in the Myles Standish State For­ 
est south of Plymouth and has de­ 
voured 50 homes and buildings and 
blackened some 14,000 acres. 
In Maine, 30 buildings were de­ 
stroyed as the fire swept more 
than 7,500 acres.

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Huge Relief Costs Causing Discussion 


In Fayette County, and most o t h e r 
counties of this type, there are numerous 
people who are raising the question as to 
why so much money must be spent on re­ 
lief cases, when there is a general h i g h 
degree of prosperity and apparently plen­ 
ty of jobs open for those who are willing 
to work. 
Fayette County’s relief expenses a r e 
about on an average with other counties. 
Some counties over the country are much 
higher in proportion to population. 
“At a time of prosperity such as t h i s 
nation has never before enjoyed, 5.5 rn i 1- 
lion Americans are on relief rolls. T h e 
bill for this relief— 3.1 billion dollars last 
year— is at a record high.” 
Thus begins a recent article in U. S. 
N e w s & World Report. The money, it 
adds, goes to more than 2,500,000 elderly 
people, to 600,000 mothers with 1,700,000 
dependent children, and to the blind, t h e 
disabled and others. 
Why should relief costs be so high in 
boom times, and why should the number 
of people sharing in the payments reach 
peak after peak? No single answer to such 
a question can be complete. But it seem s 
that the dominant factor is what the m ag­ 
azine accurately calls “a revolution a r y 
change” in the attitude of many Am eri­ 
cans toward relief. 
Not long ago, as tim e is measured, the 
i n d i g e n t old were cared for by c h i 1- 
dren, or, failing that, took refuge in t h e 
poorhouse. Relatives cam e to the rescue 
when misfortune struck families. B i g- 
scale government aid, as a principle and 
a philosophy, was unknown. 
It w as not until 1935, with the great de­ 
pression in full swing, that the F e deral 
g o v e r nment embarked on a prog r a m 
of direct assistance to the needy, by pro­ 
viding funds to the states on a match i n g 
basis. As U. S. New s pointed out— and it 
is certainly a point that seem s to h a v e 


been forgotten today— the program w’as 


r e g a r d e d as a temporary em ergency 


m easure. Once business started back up­ 


hill and jobs becam e available, it was 


reasoned, the need for this kind of assis­ 
tance would gradually end. The old a g e 
security program, supported by a tax of 
its own, also was supposed to do much of 
the welfare job. 


The realization has been enormous I y 
different from the expectation. Not o n l y 
are more people getting relief checks, but 
the amounts are far higher— as much as 
$200 a month tt> an aged couple, according 
to U. S. News. Old regulations, which de­ 
nied relief to people owning v a l u a b l e 
property such as autos, insurance, a n d 
homes, have generally been greatly lib­ 
eralized or abandoned. As the m agaz i n e 
puts it, “ Many Americans getting public 
aid today are people of substance and re­ 
spectability.” There are states where re­ 
lief to the elderly is not called relief at all 
— it is given the much more attract i v e 
nam e of “pensions. 


U. S. News goes into some of the reasons 
advanced by sociologists for the enormous 
growth of the welfare program in a time 
of record or near-record employm e n t, 
w ages, industrial activity, etc. People are 
living longer and so require more medical 
care. Inflation has bitten deep into fix e d 
incomes from savings and other sourc e s. 
Fam ilies a r e separated by g r e a t dis­ 
tances, and the old, close family relation­ 
ships of another era are disappearing. No 
one seem s to have any real solution to a 
social and economic problem that grows 
steadily more severe. But one thing can 
be s a i d with certainty at t h i s time: 
“Across the nation, people are turning ov­ 
er their family problems to the state. Big 
relief rolls, it now appears, are developing 
into a permanent part of the Ameri c a n 
w ay of life.”

Artist Is 'Ruined' by Hollywood

NEW YORK m — “ Hollywood 
ruined me.*' said Harry Lach- 
man, a famous painter who be­ 
came a film director and now 
at 71 has returned to his brush 
and easel. 
Never heard of Harry Lacte­ 
al an? 
Well, he was a pioneer impres­ 
sionist whose works hang b half 
a dozen leading museums and 
won him the French Legion of 
Honor. Opera singer Mary Gar­ 
den once bought one of his paint­ 
ings with a $3,000 check she had 
just received for singing “ Aida.” 
Endorsing the check to Lachman 
she said “ Art for a rt!” 
Never heard of Harry Lach­ 
man? 
Remember “ Baby 
T a k e 
a 
Bow,” the picture that spring- 
boarded Shirley Temple to star­ 
dom? Lachman directed it. 
Actually, Lachman, a slender, 
wry witted man with fabulous 
memories, has had five success­ 
ful careers—as illustrator, oho 
tographer, impressionist painter, 
movie 
director 
and 
business­ 
man. 


Born in LaSalle, 111., and or­ 
phaned at 4. he never attended 
an art school in his life. 
“ But at 19 I was a magazine 
illustrator selling covers to the 
Saturday Evening Post and Cos­ 
mopolitan.” he recalled. 
Then he switched to the still 
cam era and became one of Chi­ 
cago’s top p h o t o g r a p hers of 
children. 
Soon after, Lachman went to 
Paris where he painted for 18 
memorable years as a contemp­ 
orary of Monet.

'Court of Public Opinion' 


I approached Alger Hiss’ book 
* In the Court of Public Opinion” 
with as much objectivity as I 
could muster because Hiss is en­ 
titled to his day in the court of 
public opinion as he was in the 
court of law. 
I did not therefore compare 
his statements with t h o s e of 
W’hittaker C h a m b e r s or De 
Toledano and Lasky’s “Seeds of 
Treason,” or the two versions 
authored by Karl Jowitt. a Bri­ 
tish lawyer turned journalist. 
Instead, I took the 24-page op­ 
inion of Federal Judge Henry W. 
Goddard, an outstanding jurist 
before whom Hiss appeared and 
who denied the motion for a new 
and third trial on July 22, 1&52.

•ays: 
“ . . .Judge Goddard denied 
the motion for a new trial on 
July 22, during th" sessions of 
the Democratic convention that 
was to nominate Adlai E. Ste­ 
venson, who had been one of my 
character witnesses. Judge God­ 
d ard’s decision reached the press 
before it reached my counsel, 
and when Mr. Lane applied at 
the courthouse for the opinion, 
be found that all copies had been 
distributed already . . 
It would seem from this state­ 
ment that Alger Hiss has written 
a law yers brief designed to lay 
the foundation for a new' trial. 
M ere Judge Goddard a youngster, 
deep in politics, it would be pos­ 
sible to ponder the legitimacy of 
Alger Hiss’ indirect charge of 
bias. 
Judge Goddard, howe er, was

“ . . .The first count chaiged 
him with perjury when he testi­ 
fied under oath that he had never, 
nor had his wife ;r his presence, 
turned over any documents of 
the State Department or of any 
other government organizat i o n, 
or copies of such documents, to 
Whittaker Chambers or to any 
other unauthorized person. The 
second count charged him with 
perjury when he testified that he 
thought he could definitely say 
-hat he did .jot see Chambers af­ 
ter Jan. I, 1937.” 
The new book addresses itself 
to these issues and it i* difficult 
to find any data in the book 
which is not answered in the God­ 
dard decision, although it is in­ 
tended that one should find it be­ 
cause on a near to blank page, 
inevitably attracting attention, is 
the paragraph:

'Court of Public Opinion' 


I approached Alger H iss’ book 
‘ In the Court ol Public Opinion” 
with as much objectivity as I 
could, muster because Hiss is en­ 
titled to his day in the court of 
public opinion as he was in the 
court of Jaw. 


I did not therefore compare 
his statements with t h o s e o f 
Whittaker C h a m b e r s or De 
Toledano and La sky’s “Seeds of 
Treason,” or the two versions 
authored by Earl Jowitt, a Bri­ 
tish lawyer turned journalist,. 
Instead, I took the 24-page op­ 
inion of Federal Judge Henry W. 
Goddard, an outstanding jurist 
before whom Hiss appeared and 
who denied the motion for a new' 
and 'third trial on July 22. 1S52. 
Concerning 
this 
decision, 
Hiss 
•ays: 
“ . . .Judge Goddard denied 
the motion for a new' trial on 
July 22, during th" sessions of 
the Democratic convention that 
w as to nominate Adlai E. Ste­ 
venson, who had been one of my 
character witnesses. Judge God­ 
dard’s decision reached 'the press 
before it reached my counsel, 
and when Mr. Lane applied at 
the courthouse for the opinion, 
he found that all copies had been 
distributed already 
. .” 
It would seem from this state­ 
ment that Alge»- Hiss has written 
a lawyer's brief designed to lay 
the foundation for a new trial. 
Were Judge Goddard a youngster, 
deep in politics, it. would be pos­ 
sible to ponder the legitim acy of 
Alger Hiss’ indirect charge of 
bias. 
Judge Goddard, howe ’er, was 
t man of outstanding reputation, 
The Record Herald 
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having 
been appointed 
to' the 
court in 1923 and sitting contin­ 
uously until his death in 1955. 
At the tim e of his decision in the 
Hiss case, he was 76 years old. 
To assum e that .he would choose 
to end his long and honorable 
judicial career in the mire of 
bias is an absurdity w hich, can 
do Hiss no good. 


The issue was whether Hiss* 
lawyer had discovered any new 
evidence to justify a new trial, 
after Hiss .had had two trials, one 
of which ended in a hung jury; 
the second of which brought him 
a conviction. Goddard stated the 
charges against Hiss as follows: 
. 
.The first count charged 
him with perjury when he testi­ 
fied under oath that he had never, 
nor had his wife :r his presence, 
turned over any documents 
of 
the State Department or of any 
other government organiza t i o n , 
or copies of such docum ents, to 
Whittaker Chambers or to any 
other unauthorized person. The 
second count charged him with 
perjury when he testified, that he 
thought he could definitely say 
that he did not see Chambers af­ 
ter Jan. 1 , 1.937.” 
The new book addresses itself 
to these issues and it i*» difficult 
to find any data in 'the book 
which is not answered in the God­ 
dard decision, although it is in­ 
tended that one should find it be­ 
cause on a near to blank page, 
inevitably attracting attention, is 
the paragraph:

Senate Probers 
Hurting Labor? 


Editor’s Note: Here is the last 
in a series of five articles giv 
ins the story of organized labor, 
its history and its problems.

They agree, generally, that a 
“ climate of public opinion” un 
favorable to the unions has arisen I 
from testimony on welfare funds i 
md financial practices of some J 
anions. 
Labor says, however, that cor 
ruption is not a “ one way street.” 
George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO, 
who called 
Teamster 
President Dave Beck on the car­ 
pet, said: 
“ We should keep in mind this 
basic fact—where there is rack­ 
eteering as a by-product of labor- 
management relations, it is by no 
means confined to one side of the 
table. Management must assume 
its fair share of the responsibility 
for eliminating these evils.” 
But apart from the question of 
corruption, 
what 
are 
the other 
great problem areas between the 
employer and the union? 
William 
B. 
Barton, 
general 
counsel of the U.S. Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e , listed five fields 
where, he said, he believes new 
legislation may be considered by 
Congress. They are: 
1. 
“ A 
federal 
‘right-to-work’ 
law. 
2. “ A new approach to applying 
antitrust laws to the unions. 
3 
“ Plugging loopholes in the 
lections on secondary boycotts. 
4 “ Means of getting more dem 
ocracy in the unions. 
5. 'Union contributions in a po­ 
litical cam paign” 
These are all vast and compli­ 
cated fields. Let’s take a look at 
them: 
“ RIGHT-TO-WORK” LAW 
Labor 
calls 
it 
the 
“ right-to- 
wreck” law. It bans union shop 
contracts, which require that all 
employes 
in 
a 
bargaining 
unit 
must belong to the union. 
In 
IO years, 
18 state* 
have 
adopted such laws. Indiana, the 
most r e c e n t , is also the most 
h e a v i l y 
industrialized. 
Other 
states 
are 
considering 
similar 
statutes. 
Employer groups and the unions 
disagree as to the effects of such 
laws. One side advances statistics 
to show they attract business into 
a state, raise wages, stimulate 
economic activity in general. La­ 
bor produces other statistics to 
show 
they 
depress 
wages 
and 
create industrial strife. 
ANTITRUST LAWS 
Two years 
ago, the 
attorney 
study the antitrust laws wrote: 
“ Reported cases indicate that 
some 
unions 
have 
engaged 
in 
some practices aimed directly at 
commercial market restraints by 
fixing the kind or amount of pro­ 
ducts which may be sold in any 
area or their market price. Such 
actions run counter to our nation­ 
al antitrust policy ... To the best 
of our knowledge, no national un* 


it 


ion flatly claims the right to en 
gage in such practices.” 
SECONDARY BOYCOTT 
This means an instance where, 
for example, a union having a 
dispute with a manufacturer pick­ 
ets a store that sells his products. 
Or it may result from a fight be­ 
tween two unions and involve a 
third party. 
The National Assn. of Manufac­ 
turers cites the secondary boy­ 
cott as an instance of “union mo­ 
nopoly power.” 
The union answer is that labor 
has a right to “ advertise,” by a 
picket line, the fact that a store 
is selling a product not made ac­ 
cording to union standards. 
DEMOCRACY IN UNIONS 
Sen. McClellan (D-Ark) has let­ 
ters describing “dictatorship” in 
unions. Labor leaders say they try 
to get more members to attend 
the meetings, and to participate 
more actively in union business— 
but that the majority are “apa­ 
thetic.” Few concrete answers to 
the problemhave been proposed. 
POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
United Automobile Workers, tes­ 
tified last October, “We are deep­ 
ly committed to labor union politi­ 
cal action and proud of our role 
in this field. The things we seek 
for our members cannot be won 
at the bargaining table alone.” 
He added that labor contribu­ 
tions are “just peanuts” compared 
with 
contributions 
of 
manage­ 
ment.

Barton,

counsel of the U.S. Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e , listed five fields 
where, he said, he believes new 
legislation may be considered by 
Congress.

law. 
2. “A new approach to applying 
antitrust laws to the unions.

“ Plugging loopholes in 
the 
sections on secondary boycotts.

ANTITRUST LAWS 
Two years 
ago,

ducts which may be sold in any 
area or their market price.

SECONDARY BOYCOTT 
This means an instance where, 
for example, a union having a 
dispute with a m anufacturer pick­ 
ets a store that sells his products.

The National Assn. of Manufac­ 
turers cites the secondary 'boy­ 
cott as an instance of “union mo­ 
nopoly power.”

DEMOCRACY IN UNIONS

Sen. McClellan (D -A rk) has let-

unions. Labor leaders say they try 
to get more members to attend 
the meetings, and to participate 
more actively in union business— 
but that the m ajority are “ apa­ 
thetic.” Few concrete answers to 
the problem have been proposed. 
POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
United Automobile Workers, tes­ 
tified last October, “We are deep­ 
ly committed to labor union politi­ 
cal action and proud of our role 
in this field. The things we seek 
for our members cannot be won 
at the bargaining table alone.” 
He added that labor contribu­ 
tions are “just peanuts” compared

Of American Firms 


SPINE-TINGLING 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK Ut — New planes 
today are lifting the profits cl and 
more tonnage for the fledgling air 
freight industry. 
Most major carriers report in­ 
creased cargo ton mileage this 
year over last. Most expect ad­ 
ditional speedier and bigger craft 
to carry their sales volume to new 
heights this year and next. 
For some the new equipment is 
particularly handy. The end of th*' 
profitable air lift to Korea hurt 
some 
of the 
all-cargo 
carriers 
greatly. A few dipped into led ink 
before the new planes were de- j 
livered. 
Their arrival. Industry spokes­ 
men say, should herald the day ; 
when the air cargo industry as a 
whole can step into the ranks of 
recognized 
American 
industrial 
money makers. 
The new 
planes 
mean 
lower 
costs per ton mile as well 
as 
greater capacity. Officials think 
the great potential now lies in air 
freight’s ability to aid manufac- 
turers cut distribution costs — an 
increasing item for most com­ 
panies. 
This month Flying Tiger began 
transcontinental operation with its 
new fleet of 12 super H constella­ 
tions. It says its scheduled air 
cargo service now can be carried 
on at 331 miles per hour, lifting 
43,000 pounds of freight 2,300 miles 
nonstop The new planes are more 
than one third larger than the 
line’s old ones as well as faster. 
For example, one flight from 
Los Angeles to New York with a 
stop at Chicago has an elapsed 
time of nine hours, 20 minutes.
